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Grant Application Deadlines

August 9, 2023 SC Humanities Major Grants. Major Grants (up to $15,000 effective July 1, 2023) support
public programs designed to be accessible by a broad audience, to serve citizens in urban, rural, and small-town
settings, and to make possible humanities programs that illuminate and enrich the lives of both audiences and
scholars. Drafts are strongly encouraged and will be accepted any time prior to the deadline. For more
information visit http://schumanities.org/grants/howtoapply or contact tjwallace@schumanities.org.

NEW August 23, 2023 Preserving Black Churches Grant. Offered by the African American Cultural Heritage
Action Found, these grants help preserve historic Black houses of worship (with either active or non-active
congregations) and advance ongoing preservation activities. With grants ranging from $50,000 to $200,000,
the funding will strengthen capacity for historic congregations, preservation organizations, and community
groups to better steward, manage, and use their historic structures. For more information about the grant and

October 1, 2023 National Trust Preservation Funds. Grants from the National Trust Preservation Funds
encourage preservation at the local level by providing seed money for preservation projects and are awarded to
nonprofit organizations and public agencies. The majority of funds are awarded to planning and education
programs.

NEW October 10, 2023 African American Civil Rights Grants Program. The African American Civil Rights Grant
Program (AACR) assists projects that document, interpret, and preserve sites and stories telling the full story
of African American civil rights There are two separate grant funding opportunities, the AACR History Grants and
AACR Preservation Grants. AACR Grants are funded by the Historic Preservation Fund (HPF), administered by the
NPS, and will fund a broad range of preservation projects including survey and inventory, National Register
nominations, oral histories and more. Grants are awarded through a competitive process and do not require non-
Federal funding match. Congress has appropriated $24 million in FY2023 funding for History and Preservation
projects. Please see the Grant Announcement for more information.

Monthly, SC Humanities Council Mini Grants. SC Humanities awards Mini Grants to support public humanities
programs of modest cost, with awards of $2,500 or less. (Starting July 1, the maximum amount will be
$5,000.) Applications are reviewed monthly with deadlines on the first business day of the month. For more
information, please visit https://schumanities.org/grants/howtoapply/#minigrants.

Monthly, SC Humanities Council Planning Grants. SC Humanities awards Planning Grants to support preliminary
work in designing a project that warrants detailed planning because of its length, scope, or cost. Awards are
